he is best fitted to do, The state, 
it is true, may exercise certain 
powers of persuasion, economic 
forces direct his steps, but he is 
drawn towards the task in which 
he is engaged by his personal likes 
or dislikes, his training, his quali- 
fications for the work, and by the 
reward which he receives for his 
effort. ‘ 

In the tolitarian state it is diff- 
erent. Wirection comes from the 
central authority. Men are placed 
in industry. They remain there 
until they are called to some other 
task, Industry takes care of the 
men engaged. The pay is limited. 
the standard of liivng is low. Ra- 
tioning in foad, fuel, clothing start- 
ed from the beginning of the war 
—even earlier than that. The work 
is directed by the state—the state 


is everything, the individual is 
nothing. 
There are advantages in both 


lines of approach. If the conscious 
effort of the nation is to be de- 
voted at all times to the task of 
war, to the enslavement of men— 
if the individual is always to be of 
relative insignificance and the 
state alone is the sole factor, then 
it may be admitted that for a time 
at least there is . greater striking 
force and power within the total- 
itarian method. But it carries with 
it the seds of destruction. It leaves 
nothing to the play of the human 
emotions. It does not measure the 
desire for freedom which has al- 
ways been an element in the lives 
of men, and always wil so long as 
men are free. It assumes that man 
is a machine, that he is capable of 
functioning as a machine, The 
tragedy of Germany is not that the 
people have become enslaved to a 
mad ideal but that they no longer 
care “to cancel their own captivity.” 

We desire to live in freedom, to 
live under a democracy. We must 
mobilize the manpower and woman 
power of the nation. That is the 
plan back of national registration, 
which opens on August 19th. It is 
an effort to organize on a larger 
seale for earlier victory than might 
otherwise be achieved, 


THE FINAL EXAMPLE

The extreme difficulties of the 
situation will be apparent. when 
it is pointed out’ that at July 31; 
1940 the carry-power of old wheat 
in Canada was about 270,000,000 
bushels, with a further 20,000,000 
or 25,000,000 bushels of Canadian 
wheat in.the United States. The 
new wheat crop in the West is es- 
timated at well over 400,000,000 
bushels and there will be about 22, 
000,000 bushels more ‘produced in 
Ontario, Our present elevator ‘stor- 
deduction from this figure is nec-' 
essary to provide working space. 
After allowance for temporary el- 
evator annexes, and some addition- 


‘al storage in the United States, it 


is calculated that the net availible 
storage capacity for the new crop 
will be 150,000,000.to 160,000,000 bus. 

The first quotas are patterened to 
fiJl this spree and to enable every 
producer tc deliver a portion of his 
crop at the outset, As additicnnl 
storage space becomes available 
through exports or consumption, 
the quotas will be extended. 

The eritention of the Board is to 
issue individual farm permite 
through the elevator companies and 
grain dealers and these are to be- 
come valid when the farmer has 
made a statutory declaration before 
his Municipal Secretary or a Justice 
of the Peace. In this declaration, 
the farmer will legally describe his 
farm boundaries, state his seeded 
acrerage of wheat, oats and barley 
and agree with the Board ‘to comply 
with the Act and the regulations 
made thereunder. Each delivery 
made by the produter must be re- 
corded in the permit book, These 
will be made available in the coun- 
try as quickly as humanly possible, 
Deliveries made between the en- 
actment of the amendments (Aug- 
ust 6,1940) and the date of the iss- 
uance of the permit to the produc- 
er must be recorded in the first 
lines of the permit and will be ap- 
plied against the quota. There will 
be a careful watch for those who 
exceed the quotas. 

Severe penalties have been pre- 
scribed for infractions of the Act 
and regulations. The Board will 
have “its inspectors in the country 
checking acerage reported and the 
deliveries, It is the hope of. the 
Board, however, that the farmers 
of the West will co-operate in the 
working out of this difficult sit- 
uation and will follow all the reg- 
ulations to the letter, 

The regulations provide that only 
one permit book shall be issued for 
each farm and that all deliveries 
from such farm shall be enteréd in 
the note book. The producer actual- 
ly carrying on the farming opera- 
tions shall have the prior right to 
possession of the permit, although 
the matter of priority of delivery 
is one to be decided by the various 
parties entitled to the proceeds of 
the farm, 

There will be no restrictions 
placed on the delivery of rye and 
flaxseed. Farmers are at liberty 
to market these, wherever and 
whenever space is available, but 
the Board urges that farmers de- 
liver no more than ‘their usual 
quantities of these grains.
